Committee Report - 20th October 1967 to 12th January 1968. 


2 The Committee has held three meetings. 


2. Correspondence and discussions with the Developers and 
their Agents, and with other bodies has occupied a great 
deal of Committee and officers time. Assurances have 
been received for a great deal of work on amenities and 
facilities - much of the work has been hampered by bad 
weather. Aotion has been taken on members complaints 
passed to the Developers. Major points still under 
discussion include safety measures at the A 604 junction 
and on the approach road, Library service, protection of 
enenities under the Leasehold (Reform) Act 1967, a sports 
centre and some dispersed recreational facilities, 'bus 
service and shelter, facilities to be provided in the 
Church Centre and a swimming pool. 


3e The Association will be consulted as soon as a decision 
is taken to form the Trust ~ probably within a few months 
time - and this is the subject of an item on the agenda. 


he The Committee are anxious to see residents meeting socially - 
an early function for which some demand was expressed was 
ill-supported: ideas and organisers will te welcomed, and 
every effort made to meet membters' wishes.
